PEACE REIGNS. 


THE ELECTION OF CARNOT SETTLES THE 
: CRISIS IN FRANCE. 


An Interesting Sketch of the New French 
President’s Domestic Life and Family— 
The Retiring Cabinet—Lord Harting- 
ton s Definite Leave-Taking of the Lib- 
eral Party—Death of Lord Lyens—Elec- 
tion of the President and Vice-President 
of Switzerland—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Paris, December 5.—The new President of 
the French Republle will drop the first-part of 
his name, Sadi, in his official signature. This 
prefix to his surname came from the days of 
the Revolution, when it was not permitted to 
give children the names of saints. Sadi is the 
name of a Persian poet celebrated for his de- 
scription ot roses, and ſt was the admiration of 
Carnot,an ancestor,for this poet which caused 
the prefix to be used with the family name. 
M. Carnot, who is elected now forthe term of 
seven years, unless upset by some future ex- 
citement or scandal, is a manof very reserved 
habite and of quiet social tastes, He has a 
comfortable forture, but he has always lived 
in a very modest way. He is not fond of society 
and it is not believed that he will do any more 
in the way of general entertaining at the 
Elysee than did Grevy. The Carnot family at 
present resides ina flat on the third floor of 
the banking-house of the Lyons Credit Fon- 
cier, at No. 25 Rue des Bassins. His flat is 
composed of an ante-chamber, dining-room, 
drawing-room, sitting-room and work-room, 
with four bedrooms and dressing-room and 
bath-room. Its rent isatrifie over $1,000a 
year. Its furnishing js comfortable, but not 
luxurious. It is here that his wife received 
every Tuesday, but only her intimate friends, 
Carnot himself never went outevenings. He 
devoted hia time to study and to visits with his 
family or relatives. He is an ardent Cath- 
olic. This has led some to think 
that he may become clerical in 
politics, and will, therefore, soon be a 
subject for attack by the extreme Radicals. 
Public opinion is best shown in the fact that 
his election has created neither dissatisfaction 
norenthusiasm. The fact is he is aman of 
very moderate position and has never 
awakened any positive antagonisms by his 
ambitions or his success. He is 

THE TRADITIONAL DARK HORSE 

of American politics, who was put forward by 
men who were anxious to defeat Jules Ferry. 
The very men who pushed this modest en- 
gineer and Catholic deputy to the front, may 
be the very ones to attack him in the shortest 
possible time. Indeed, some of the papers 
hint that Clemencean’s dissatisfaction with 
his work will soon be shown if he cannot con- 
trol the newly elected man. The French 
critics, in summarizing the new President, 
say that the fact that he has nee ex- 
cited “envy and that his ambitions have 


frighténed. no one, gives bim incontestable” 


authority for satisfying the political bitterness 
of factions. Geniusis not necessary for this 
work, common sense alone is needed. The 
new President has a son-in-law and the latter 
naturally has & good deal of attention concen- 
trated upon him. The new President has four 
children, three sons and a daughter. One son 
is an officer in the Twenty-first Regiment; the 
two others are still students. The son-in-law 
is Cunisset, an advocate at Dijon. He has 
been a municipal councillor of that place. 
He is one of the chiefs of the Oppor- 
tunist party. He is also an associate editor 
of a newspaper, as was Wilson. Three years 
ago he conducted a rival newspaper agains; 
Wilson. Since bis marriage with Carnot’s 
danghter, the two family names have been 
united—Cunisset-Carnot. Yesterday the Avo- 
cat General, a Dijon newspaper, carefully 
scrutinized the list of Carnot’s relatives for 
the purpose of seeing if there are any weak 
spots in the family, but it finds none. The 
family is eminently respectable and conserva- 
tive. Carnot, senior, is a veteran Senator, 
who holds the title of Count for services per- 
formed in defense of Antwerp in 1816. He is 
very old and is past the time for political am- 
bition. The wife of the President is 
A THOROUGHLY DOMESTIO WOMAN 

and is opposed to political wiles. She is de- 
voted to her children and tothe Church. The 
new President served as a soldier during the 
Franco-Prussian war. He took part under 
De Freycinet in the organization of 
the National Defense and at the de- 
ginning of the year 1871 he was made 
Prefect of the Lower Seine. After the war he 
was elected Deputy from his native Province, 
where the great Carnot, his grandfather, a 
hero of the Revolution, was born. From that 
time he has been in public life, filling posi- 
tions of trust, where he has had an oppor- 
tunity of showing tothe public his great in- 
tegrity in everything relating to public affairs. 
When he was Minister of Finance, he took open 
ground against certain financial jobs which 
were pressed in the House, and it ig the 
memory of his opposition to corruption which 
directed attention to him and made him Presi- 
dent after Mme. Limousin precipitated the 
Wlison scandal. 

A cynical writerin the Gaulois, a Royalist 
organ, in summing up Carnot’s career, says 
that the following should be inscribed in 
French school books of the future for the edi- 
fication of the students: ‘‘Learn, O young 
man, where Mediocrity leads. Be mediocre 
with energy, and ifto this mediocrity you can 
add a streak of probity—if you have refused 
once, only once, to dip your hands into the 
public treasury—your political fortune will be 
made. You will become President of the Re- 
publique.“ 

THE OLD CABINET THANKED. 

Paris, December 5.—President Sadi-Carnot, 
at his reception to the retiring Rouvier Cabi- 
net last evening, thanked them for the patri- 
otic devotion they had shown during the re- 
ont crisis. He said he would not form a Cab- 
inet until after he had consulted with the Pres- 
idents of the Senate and the Chamber of Depu- 
ties and the chiefs of the Republican groups, 

OPINIONS OF THE PRESS. 

The Journal Des Debats advises the Presi- 
dent to retain the present Ministry. The 
Republican journals advocate a policy of 
appeasement and concentration. Tne Con- 
servativé papers doubt that such a policy 
would be a lasting success. *

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LEFT THE LIBERAL FOLD. 


Huw Lord Hartington’s Speech Is Regarded 
—Demands of Orangemen, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 5.—Lord Hartington’s 
address to his constituents is thought to indi- 
cate his definite severance from the Liberal 
party. He declines to support a measure to 
abolish the plurality votes of one individual. 
This is one of the planks of the Liberal plat- 
form. The abuse existing in this respect is 
very serious. A gentioman holding small 
quantities of land in different counties boasted 
at the last election that he had voted every 
day for more thana fortnight. Hartington’s 
statement that local self-government is full of 
dangers is also at variance with the Liberal 
creed, which has always been the recognition 
of the spirit of nationality at home and 
abroad. 

THE ORANGEMEN’S DEMAND. 

The Orangemen met at Belfast, Saturday, 
and urged the Government to introduce a bill 
to disqualify men who had been imprisoned 
from sitting in Parliament. Thie is a very 
simple plan of disposing of political speech, 
and then disqualifying offenders. The Govern- 
ment is hardly likely to adopt the suggestion. 

PATTI’S FAREWELL TOUR. 

Mapleson will conduct a company in Amer- 
ica during next year. Patti will give a fare- 
well concert here to-morrow, then go to Paris, 
then to Spain, and then sail for South America 
to sing there Easter Monday. She will return 
to England via New York late next autumn 
unless, as suspected, another last farewell“ 
is arranged in the States and Canada. 

THE SHAKSPEARE CONTROVERSY. 

The attempts of the Telegraph to get up an 
agitation over Donnélly’s cryptogram boom 
is not very successful. It publishes a number 
of letters every day, but nearly all by persons 
profoundly ignorant of facts concerning 
Shakspeare’s life and times. The Athensum 
dismisses it by simply remarking: ‘'Don- 
nelly assumes that Shakspeare saw proofs 
of the first folio, whereasit was not pub- 
lished until after his death and nobody 
read the proofs at that period except the print- 
ersand reader. Scholars entitled to speak 
decline even to discuss the affair, which is 
treated as a huge joke aot up by Donnelly to 
advertise himself. Wilson Barrett points out 
its absurdity and adds that it is still less likely 
to take with Donnelly’s own countrymen than 
with Englishmen. 

VOLAPUE. , 

A number of Bradford firms have received 
notice from correspondents In Germany and 
other countries on the Continent that Vola- 
puk, the new universal language, will be used 
after a certain date. The attention of the 
Bradford Chamber of Commerce has been 
drawn to the matter, but the Chamber has 
not yet determined to assist in spreading the 
knowledge of Volapuk. Its study has beea 
taken up toa certain extent privately, anda 
class will soon be formed in Bradford.

HE WAS LOSING MONEY. 


The Cause of the Suicide of Bert Smith, 
Mail-Carrier.

Quincy, Ill., Decemer 5.—Last evening a 
man was found lying unconscious on the Sum- 
mers Bridge, on Twenty-fourth street, a mile 
from the city limits. A revolver was lying by 
his side with one chamber empty and blood 
was oozing from a bullet wound, the ball hav- 
ing entered the right side of his head and 
passed out on the other side.

A. Thomp- 
son, Thomas E. Tutt, Dwight Durkie and 
George Fishback. When the polls opened to- 
day, on the response of Wm. H. Thompson to 
President Newman’s call for the number of 
votes present that he represented 11,000 shares 
the ticket Mr. Thompson prepared and pl 

in the box was as follows: David Rankin, Jr., 
Peter Nicholson, John R. Lionberger and 
George T. Crain. Dwight Durkle and 
Davi Rankin, Jr., acted as tellers 
and sat in the Directors’ room of the St. Louis 
Gaslight Company’s office from the opening of 
the balloting, 11 o’clock a. m., till the close, 
though the first ticket deposited settled the 
election. Mr. Thompson, as President of the 
Gas Trust, represented and voted the 11,000 
shares of the St. Louis Gaslight Company stock 
inthe Trust. The election of officers will be 
held to-morrow, and there is more spec- 
ulation to-day about the President than 
there has been fora week. It was considered 
certain on Saturday night that Wm. : 
Thompson would be chosen President, but it 
was reported this morning that he was not 
anxious for the election, as the Bank of Com- 
merce demands most of his time, the Frovi- 
dent Bank receivership, is still a burden on 
bim and the Presidency of the Gas Trust, 
while involving no great labor, is still a re- 
sponsible position.

THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES WILL CONSIDER 
THE SPRINKLING PROBLEM. 


Why the City Cannot Carry On the Pian of 
Street Sprinkling Under the Present Or- 
dinance— W111 the Contractors Try to De- 
feat the Proposed Change?—The Advan- 
tages Gained by the Adoption of the Or- 
dinance. 


Te-morrow evening the House of Delegates 
will consider the street-sprinkling amendment 
to the eharter, as a special order of business, 
taking precedence of the multiplicity of mo- 
tions and resolutions regularly sprung in the 
sessions of that branch of the Mumicipal As- 
sembly. An emergency clause has been 
added, the effect of the passage of which will 
be to make the bill a law at once. During 
its first reading in the House only one 
delegate spoke against the progress of the 
bill, and he only asked that its consideration 
be postponed to give the members a better 
opportunity to investigate the merits of the 
measure. If there is any opposition it has 
been concealed successfully. The ordinance 
which will go before thé House to-morrow 


evening simply provides that an election 
shall de held to ascertain the den- 
timent ot the community on a pro- 
posed amendment to the cl charter, 
providing thatthe expense of sprinkling the 
streets shall be 1 by the levy of special tax 

ainst property per front foot. The neces- 
sity of a change in the pian of street sprink- 
ling is conceded. Under the present ordinance 
street sprinkling cannot be continued, as the 
revenue of the city is not large enough to de- 
fray this expense. The rate of taxation is 
as high as is permitted by the statute. 
The taxable values now amount to about 16, 
000,000. How these are distributed may some 
day be the subject of an interesting investiga- 
tion. The large majority of small household- 
ers find thatthey are assessed at about the 
actual value, while those living in degenerat- 
ing localities are assessed at the figures of ten 
years ago, in many instances consider- 
ably higher than the property would 
bring to-day if ut on the market. 
On the other ban immense differences 
between the market prices and the assessed 
figures on vainable down-town property are 
discovered to be in favor oftheowners. Dur- 
ing the recent chan of ownership, several 
of these cases have been brought to light. At 
present there is no rem „ The municipal 
revenue amounts to about $8,600,000 and 
cannot be increased.

WasuIneTor, D. C., December 8.—A deci- 
‘pion was rendered by the United States Su- 
preme Court this afternoon in the Virginia

and McCabe, who were imprisoned by 
order of Judge Bond of the United 
States Circuit Court for - disobedience 


to 11 restraining order forbidding 
them to bring suits for the collection of taxes 
In cases where tenders have been made by tax- 
freceivable coupons, cut from State bonds. 
This court, ina very long and elaborate opin- 
| ara Justice Matthews, holde that the suit in 
wh Judge Bond issued the restraining or- 
der in the Circuit Court, although nominally 
‘a suit against individuals, is in reali 
|@ suit against the State of Virginia, and as suc 
‘forbidden by the Eleventh Amendment to the 
ederal Constitution; that the United States 
'Oircuit Court had therefore no authority to 
rentertain such suit; that in so doing and in 
‘issuing a restraining order to prevent the 
‘officers of the tate from discharg- 
their duties under the laws 
of the tate, Judge Bond was 
acting without constitutional warrant and that 
the restraining order and all subsequent pro- 
ceedings under it, iaciuding the arrest and 
‘imprisonment of the petitioners, were illegal 
and without authority. The Court, therefore, 
‘directs that the petitioners, Attorney-General 
tAyers and Commonwealth-Attorneys Scott 
and McCabe, be at once discharged. 
The opinion, which is that of the whole 
court, with the exception of Judge Harlan, 
Who dissents, sustains tne State of Virginia 
at all points and virtually declares that a State, 
as political sovereignty, cannot be sued nor 
coerced in the Federal Courts, either by an ac- 
‘tion brought against her by name or by an uc- 
tion brought against her officersin their off 
clal capacity. The court declares that the 
Eleventh mendment establishes a dis- 
tinction between contracts made by in- 
dividuals with 1 State. The latter 
class cannot be enforced by the remedies used 
‘to enforce the former—that is by suits in the 
| United states Couris—and they are, therefore, 
without sanction except in so far as such 
sanction is given to them by the honor and 
ood faith of the contracting State. Such 
tate may consent to be sued in its own courts 
or in the Federal Courts for breach of con- 
tract, but it may at any time withdraw such 
‘consent and resume its sovereignty and it 
cannot then be judicially coerced at the re- 
Auest of any individual. 


A Victory for Prohibitionists. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 5.—Justice 
Harlan delivered the opinion of the court to- 
day in the two so-called Prohibition cases of 
Peter Mugler, piaintiffin error, vs. the State 
of Kansas, and in the case of the State 
of Kansas vs. Herman Ziebold and others, 
affirming the judgment of the lower court in 
the two Mugler! cases, and reversing the 
judgmentinthe Ziebold case. The effect of 
this opinion is to declare valid the Probibition 
laws of the State of Kansas, and is, of course, 
a victory for the Prohibitionists.

as scarcely ever been a time in our 
history when the continued prosperity of the 
country depended so largely upon Tegisia- 
tion in Congress us now, for the reason that 
the dangers which at this time threaten the 
commercial and industrial interests of the peo- 
ple are the direct results of laws which Con- 
gress alone can modify or repeal. Neither 
the Executive department of the General 
Government northe local authorities of the 
several States can deal effectively with the sit- 
uation which now confronts us. Whatever 
is done must be done here, and if nothing ia 
done the responsibility must rest here. It 
must de evident to every one who has taken 
even a partial survey of public affairs that the 
time has now come when a revision of our 
revenue laws and a reduction of taxation are 
absolutely necessary in order to prevent a 
large and dangerous accumulation of money 
in the Treasury. Whether this ought or 
ought not to have been done heretofore is a 

uestion which it would be useless now to 

iscuss. It is sufficient for us to know that 
the financial condition of the Govern- 
ment and the private business of the people 
alike demand the prompt consideration of 
these subjects and the speedy enactment of 
some substantial measure of relief. Unfortu- 
nately we are menaced by dangers from oppo- 
site directions. Whilea policy of non-action 
must inevitably result sooner or later in 
serious injury to the country, we 
cannot be unmindful of the fact 
that hasty and _ inconsiderate legisla- 
tion on subjects more or less affecting large 
financial and industrial interests might pro- 
duce, temporarily, at least, disturbances and 
embarrassments which a more prudent course 
would entirely avoid. 

Investments made and labor employed in 
the numerous and vaiuable industrious which 
have grown up under our pres- 
ent system of taxation, ought not 
to be rudely disturbed by sudden 
and radical changes in the policy to which 
they have adjusted themselves; but the just 
demands of an over-taxed people and the ob- 
vious requirements ofthe financial situation 
can not be entirely ignored without seriously 
imperiling much greater and more widely 
extended interests than any that could pos- 
sibly be injuriously affected by a moderate 
and reasonable reduction of duties. 

No part of our people are more immedi- 
ately or vitally interested in the continuance 
of financial prosperity than those 

labor for wages. Upon them 
and their families must always fall 
the most disastrous consequences of a mone- 
tary crisis; and they, too, are always the last 
to realize the benefit of a return to prosper@us 
times. Their wages are always the first to fall 
when the crisis comes and the last to rise when 
it passes away.

COMPLAINTS THAT PRICES OF FUEL ABE 
100 HIGH. 


General Manager Simpson of the Consoll- 
dated Coal Company Says the Advance is 
Slignt, and That There is No Complaint— 
The Advance Due to an Advance in the 
Wages of the Men—The Supply #ientiful. 


For nearly two months past there have been 
complaints from consumers of coal that 
prices had advanced to an unreasonable ficure 
and that the supply was so short that it was 
almost impossible to obtain a supply 
if it was needed in a hurry. The 
tneonveniences of the situation were 
emphasized when the recent cold snap came 
on. A large number of complaints have been 
received at thig office at various times. A 
Post-DisPaTOH reporter this morning inter- 
viewed a number of dealers in coal and found 
the opinion general among them that the 
complamt was not well-founded. Coal wasa 
little higher, they said, but the advance 
was not heavy. The principal advance wasin 
hard coal which had gone up in price very 
rapidly. Only a limited number of people 
were interested in this advance, however. 
Manufacturers were not complaining because 
most of them had contracts. 

THE SUPPLY PLENTIFUL. 

„„The supply of coal is plentiful,’’ said 

one dealer. We are receiving about 450 


cars a day. As to the prices of bituminous 
coal they are as follows: For standard coal, 
lic; for Mount Olive and St. Bernard, 12c; for 
Brookside, I2½ e, and for Trenton, lic. This is 
about I cent higher than prices last year. I 
have received very few complaints recently. 
There was a great deal about a month ago, 
when the supply was short, but we are pre- 
pared to fill all orders now.“ 
GEO. C. SIMPSON, 

General Manager of the Consolidated Coal 
Company, when asked what cause there was 
foracomplaint of the poor supply and high 
price of coal, said: We have heard no com- 
plaint at all. Coal is net high and there is 
plenty of coal to be had. I guess the com- 
plaints you speak of refer to anthracite coal. 

Is not the price of bituminous coal higher 
than it was a year ago?“ 

It is perhaps 12% cents a ton higher.“ 

„What difference will that make to the ordl- 
nary consumer?“ 

‘‘A man witha good-sized house will use 
about twenty tons of coal a year. That makes 
a difference of $2.50 a year to him. Ifthere is 
any complaint about the price of coal or the 

uantity on hand it dates back to last October. 
At that time there was a strike impend- 
ing. The newspapers were predict- 
ing * coal famine. Every one 
was frightened and anxious to lay in a stock 
of coal immediately. The result was that 
the demand could not be supplied. The fall fes- 
tivites you know extended over a much longer 
period this year and the roads were pretty 
well blockaded. Notwithstanding, we were 
getting in at the time 100 cars a day more than 
at the corresponding time the year before. 
That did notiook much like a coal famine.’’ 

„Are you shipping anything to Ohio and 
Indiana now?“ 

8 „ That was another complication last 
October. There was a strike then and we 
were — 6 good deal East. The strike 
was over November 1, and the coal that was 

oing East then is now coming to St. Louis. 
The trouble here is, we have more coal than 
we know what to do with. 

„What makes the price so much higher 
then?’’ 

There has been an advance in the wages of 
the men. 

Has coal advanced since the trouble in 
October?’’

Talk With R. C. J. Pendleton of the Monu- 
ment Association—Indiana Politics.

for the reconstruction of the machinery of the 
order, while holding fast to its principles, and 
then proceeds to lay down certain rules for 
the reformation. The methods suggested for 
effecting a purification include the strict pre- 
servation of the autonomy of trades; a |imita- 


tion ot the powers of the General Officers, 


making them advisory and 1 
avoidance of strikes by invoking the 
law; the abolition of salaried officers, 
and of payments, except for services 
actually rendered ; discouragement of extrav- 
agance; prohibition of peddling, hawking or 
soliciting in the Local Assemblies, except in 
the case of a call from the general officers for 
assistance; prevention of soliciting or elec- 
tioneering for office in the assembiies; promo- 
tion of education; free discussion of matters 
of interest and importance to labor; encour- 
agement of political action to enforce the 
principles of the order and the discourage- 
ment of personal politics having for their ob- 
ject the advancement of individuals.

What the Editors of the New York Journals

NEW YORK, December 5.—The WORLD says: 
It is the pleasure of the WoRLD this morn- 
ing to lay before the publicthe first authen- 
tic outline of the President's message, which 
will be sent toCongressto-day. It is a re- 
markabie document, in that it treats solely of 
one subject—the tariff. The President holds 
that the economic questions are the only ones 
of vital interest now before the people, and 
be addresses himself heroically to the task of 
formulating a plan for such reduction as will 
do away with the excessive Treasury surplus 
without disturbing the business interests of 
the country. He favors the admission of 
raw materials to be used in manufactures 
free of duty. He recommends specifically 
that iron ores, salt, lumber, coal, tin and 
wool be placed upon the free list. He em: 
phatically disapproves of any reductions of 
the Internal Bevenue taxes and in adjusting 
the tariff he would avoid the horizontal 
principle laid down by Mr. Morrison. It is 
estimated that if his suggestions are carried 
out a reduction of at least $80,000,000 per an- 
num will be secured. The President’s efforts 
seem to be in the direction of bringing about 
the tariff reform to which the Democratic 
party stands pledged and a canvass of the 
House reveals the fact that not more than five 
Democrats will antagonize the suggestions set 
forth in the message.’’

The Times says: ‘‘Although there will be a 
little trouble and a good deal of discussion in 
the rearrangement of the Senate committees, 
the Republicans have fairly good material for 
nearly all the chairmanships, if the great Rid- 
dleberger will permit them to useit.

Matthews and Mrs. Harrington—should go 
North ona visit tothe family home at High- 
land Falls. After spending two weeks with the 
Robinsons Mrs. Hurrington started for Dallas, 
on her way toFort Worth, where she was 
to meet her sister. At the leading hotel in 
Dallas she ordered breakfast, but did not eat 
it. Her manner indicated complete abstrac- 
tion as to her surroundings. This was the last 
positively known of Mrs. Harrington’s move- 
ments. From her visit to the hotel at Dallas 
until the WoRLD article of November 19 
reached the people with whom she was stop- 

ing no person could be found who identified 
— as having been seen. It was thought that 
she might have fallen off the cars or wandered 
off at some ~~ station. A station 
agent on the ine has stated that 
he sawa lady answering the description of 
Mrs. Harrington, that her manner was such as 
to create the impression that she was not able 
to take care ot herself and he asked her desti- 
nation.

Half of the Congressmen Lawyers, a Few 
Editers and Printers, Merchants, Bankers 
and Mannufacturers—Not Many Farmers— 
The New York Delegation—President 
Cleveland’s Message—A Long Document 
—Tarifi the Only Question Disoussed.

WASHINGTON. D. C., December 5.—The 
new Congressional Directory was laid upon 
the desks of the members at the opening of to- 
day’ssession. This is three weeks anead of 
ites usual time, and Mr. W. H. Michael, the 
bland, blue-eyed, red mustached young man 
who has taken the place of the late Ben. Per- 
ley Poore, has shown himself a ‘‘hustier.’’ 
The Congressional Directory is the biographi- 
cal Dictionary of Congress. Each member and 
Senator furnishes his own biography, and Mr. 
Michael acts only as editor. The book this 
year consists of 100 pages. More than 
one-half of the new House of Rep- 
resentatives are lawyers, fourteen are editors 
and printers, and about thirty are classed 
as merchants and bankers. The number 
of manufacturers in Congress increases from 
year to year, and we have here makers of 
woolens, cottons, iron pipe, window glass, 
wagon@vheels, tobacconists and a miller, 
The farmers seein to be falling off. The num- 
der in the present Congress is under twenty. 
Both of the New York Senators put themselves 
down as lawyers. Felix Campbellisa man- 
ufacturer of iron pipe and consulting en- 
gineer. Gen. Spinola puts himself down as con- 
nected with a number of insurance and banking 
institutions and engaged in manufacturing 
business. Amos J. Cummings of a New York 
City district writes that he entered a printing 
office when 12 years of age and has set type in 
nearly every State of the Union. Hesays he 
was a boy with Walker in the last invasion of 
Nicaragua, and that he has filled edito- 
rial positions on several New York 


papers and was editor ofan evening paper on 
entering upon his duties. Gen. Brice gives no 
The only thing he seems to think 
worth mentioning is that he graduated from 
Oxford College. Hopkins of Catskill is an iron 
merchant. Greenman of Troy is a merchant 
and manufacturer, and Tracey of Albany says 
he served in the Papal Zouaves at Rome and 
that he has been Manager of the House of 
Refuge at Hudson.

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ARREL OVER THE DEAD 
REMARKABLE CASES OF MISTAKEN IDEN- 
TITY AT THE MORGUE 


Mothers Who Recognize Their Relatives 
on the Slabs only to Be Confronted 
With Their Relatives in Life Later On 
A Corpse Who Could Not Keep His 
Mouth Shut—Patsy Ford and His Re- 
markable Experience—A Question of 
Identification Leads to a Fight With 
Razers—Queer Stories. 


Everybody is aware that cases of mis- 
taken identity among the living are of fre- 
quent occurrence, but few know that similar 
mistakes are sometimes made in the dead. 
Probably no question in criminal law has 
given the courts so much trouble as this one 
of mistaken identity, Hardly less is the an - 
noyance it has caused at the Morgue. In the 
courts the question is generally in regard to 
the identification of s defendant; in the 
Morgue it is invariably about the identifica- 
tion of a dead body. Several 
times mistakes of this kind have 
occurred at the city’s dead-house, and they 
have almost invariably been the cause of more 
or less trouble. For people to first suppose 
that they knowa body and afterwards learn 
their mistake is an almost daily occurrence. 
It is not such cases, however, that are re- 
ferred to. There have been instances where 
bodies have been recognized by people who 
insisted they were right even alter the re- 
mains were positively identified as those of 
entirely different persons than they supposed 
them to be. 

TWO.MOTHERS, NO SON. 

It is scarce two years ago that the question 
of the identity of a body at the Morgue 
caused quite a sensational scene and 
threatened to lead to serious legal complica- 
tions. A body of u boy had been taken from 
the river and broughtto the Morgue. There 
a woman called who identified it as her son 
who had been missing from home some days. 
and was supposed to have been drowned 
while bathing. Scarcely had she left the build- 
ing than another woman appeared, and posi- 
tively identified the body as her boy, who was 
also missing from home, and was supposed to 
have been drowned while bathing in the 
river. Thefirst woman was sent for again, 
but insisted the body was that of her 
son, and she brought the other members of 
her family and a number of her friends to 
testify to the fact. They all corroborated her, 
and positively identified the body. Then the 
other mother was summoned and told that 
she must be mistaken, but she produced just 
us many people who were willing to swear it 
Was the body of her son. John F. Ryan, who 
was then superintendent of the Morgue, was 
in a quandary. He knew it could not be the 
body of the son of both women, but which of 
the bodies it was he was unable to say. As 
both families remained obdurate. 
rei give the body 
of them until he could 
which it belonged. Both families 
were at the Morgue constantly demanding the 
remains, and threatening the Morgue-keeper 
with all sorts of lawsuits if be did not turn 
them over tothem. The people lived in dif- 
ferent sections of the city and were strangers 
to each other. The disagreement created the 
bitterest feeling between them, and whenever 
they metat the Morgue they invariably ex- 
changed harsh words. Several times the 
almost came to blowsever the body, eac 
mother believing the other was endeavoring 
to rob her of the dead body of her offspring. 
Both retained counsel, and there threatened 
to be a merry legal war about the remains. 
After they had been at the Morgue about 
a week both missing boys returned to 
their homes. Neither had been drowned. The 
body did not belong to either family, and 
though both had fought so hard for its posses- 
sion a few days previous, neither then wanted 
it, and the once-precious corpse was interred 
in a pauper’s grave as an unknown. 

LOOKING AFTER HIS OWN REMAINS. 

In the summer of 1888 the body of an un- 
known man Was brought to the Morgue and 
identified ay a tinner as nee thing, — A 
brother of the supposed dead man was brought 
tothe Morgue and also positively identified 
the body, and it was buried as his brother. 
Two weeks later he came there with another 
man. The stranger wanted to know from Supt. 
Ryan if be bad buried a certain man, giving 
the dead tinner’s name. He was answered in the 
uffirmative, and then explained to Ryan that 
he (the speaker) was the buried man. His 
brother corroborated his statement, saying 
that he had been mistaken in his identifica- 
tion of the body which had been buried. 

A BADLY-MIXED CASE. 

Not a little trouble was given to the Morgue- 
keeper a few years ago by a woman who had 
lost a son by drowning. Almost every day 
regularly fortwo years she called at the place 
to see if his remains had been brought there. 
As day after day passed without the body 
turning up the unfortunate woman’s mind ap- 
peared to become somewhat affected by the 
mental strain, and she became a monomaniac 
on the subject of identifications. Her son 
was about 20 years of age when drowned, and 
every body of a boy oF man between the ages 
of 15 and 80 years wich was brought into the 
place she identifies as her son, and it was only 
with difficulty mat the Superintendent of the 
Morgue could reason ber into the belief that 
she was mircaken. But the time finally came 
when all a failed. One day, after the 
untiring little woman had been calling at the 
eb -house for two years in her vain search

QUARRELS OVER THE DEAD. 

The Morgue has been the scene of more than 
one quarrel between colored women over the 
boay of some negro whom they both claimed 
fora husband. Negro roustabouts and other 
negroes of that class rarely merry, but pick 
up with a woman and live with heras a wife, 
and when they tire go to live with another 
woman. This custom is the cause of numer- 
ous cutting scrapes between the women 
or the discarded women and the 
men by whom they are deserted. Of course 
many ofthese men have several unwedded 
wives and on several occasions trouble Las 
ensued about the bodies of these men. There 
was one particularly exciting scene at the 
Morgue afew years ago between two women 
of thatkjnd. A negro roustabout had died 
and his body was taken to the Morgue for 
identification. Buta short time previous he 
had left a woman with whom ho had lived for 
some time and taken up with another 
negress, The latest wife!“ heard of his 
body being at the Morgue, and called there 
to claim it, o— that he was her husband, 
and thatshe would bury him. Shortly after 
she had gone the other wife came and also 
identified the man as her husband and wanted 
the body. The former woman came back and 
they were told that one of them must be mis- 
taken about the man, as he could not be the 
husband of both. Each stuck to it, however, 
that it was her husbend; and after an exchange 
of polite epithets peculiar to that grade of ne- 
gro society, the dusky Amazons drew razors 
and proceeded tofight over the man’s dead 
body. It was only with the greatest difficulty 
that they were preveyted from hacking each 
other to pieces right there inthe Morgue. A 
colored society to which the deceased be- 
longed finally stepped in and claimed the 
body, and neither of the ‘‘wives’’ had the 
disticguished honor of burying the man.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A CONTEST OVER THE GUARDIANSHIP OF 
LITTLE LYLE GARBISON. 


The Grandmother and the Uncle Make 
Counter Applicatiens te the Probate 
Court To-Day—Opening of the December 
Term Under the Dome—An Interesting 
Decision in the Kirtland Codicil Case— 
The Windsor Place Proceeding to Be Re- 
opened. 


A contest has arisen inthe courts concerning 
the guardianship of littie Lyle Garrison, the 
orphan child of O. K. Garrison, who died in 
the shaft at Webb City last Monday. There are 
two applications, one by the maternal grand- 
mother, Mrs. Alex. Lyle, who states 
that the child is near 9 years 
of age and has been under the care of 
the Christian Brothers at their academy 
and that the minor owns property valued at 
about ten thousand dollars, and that the 
mother is not living. The other application is 
made by Oliver F. Garrison, the uncle, who 
states that the boy is under the care of his 
grandfather, und that he owns seven shares 


of the Collier White Lead Company, valued at 
N. 000. Charles M. Napton represents the Gar- 
rison family, and T. J. Rowe appears for the 

randmotber, Mrs. Lyle. The Probate Court 
Ses set the hearing for next Saturday. 


The Kirtland Codicll. 


Judge Woerner to-day rendered a decision 
of importance affecting codicils. In the mat- 
ter of the estate of Lucy S. Kirtland the ques- 
tion was raised whether a codicil executed 


— — to the date of a will offered for 
probate during vacation and republishing a 
willof prior date has the effect to revoke it. 
The additional paperis dated Washington, 
D. C., August 19, 1886, and itreads: ‘‘Fearing 
thatI might die before my AK comes 
into my possession, I now, being of sound 
mind an body, will and bequeath two 
legacies to my grandchildren to be paid them 
in money without delay.’’ 

The Court finds no difficulty in construin 
this paper as a will in connection with the firs 
will to which the codicil refers. The grand- 
children, legatees by the codicil, are also lega- 
tees of a remainder estate after a life estate in 
their father. The statute provides that no will 
in — — shall be revoked except by a subse- 

uent will in writing or by burning, cancel- 
ling, tearing or obliterating the same by the 
testator or in his presence and by his consent 
and direction. The codicil performs the office 
ot a subsequent will aud if it expressly or by 
language inconsistent with the second will re- 
vokes it, the latter cannot be admitted to 
probate. There being no express revocation 
the second will must stand unless the codicil, 
together with the first will which it emphatic- 
ally republishes cannot stand together with 
the second will. 

In this case the second will was found after 
the death of Mrs. Kirtland. Her refusal to ex- 
pressly revoke or destroy the second will indi- 
cated her intention to let it stand. 
The preponderance of authority is against 
the proposition that a codicil affirming a for- 
mer will thereby revokes intermediate cod- 
icils, or even affords a presumption to that 
effect, however slight; that a bequestis never 
revoked except by theclearly expressed in- 
tention of the testator, and that the expres- 
sion of an intention to alter the will in one 
particular negatives the intention to alter it 
in any other. 

Mrs. Kirtland did not intend to revoke the 
gifts made to her grandchildren. If she had 
so Intended she would have expressed it ina 
manner more efficient than leaving executors 
and courts to guess at it. 


The Windsor Place Opening. 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day 
in the city against Elizabeth Ghio and others, 
a proceeding to open Windsor place. When 
Col. Flad was on the witness stand he was 


asked certain questions to which the plaintiff 
objected and the objections were sus- 
tained. The Court says: ae the 
testimon rejected tended to rove 
that the ard of Public Improvements based 
their recommendation ofthe ordinance to open 
Windsor place, not upon the consideration 
that the opening of the place would be a ben- 
efit to the public, but regardless of that con- 
sideration, based their recommendation upon 
the consideration that it would be a benefit to 
certain individuals who were willing to foot 
the bill for damages and costs, the cou® now 
thinks that the testimony ought to have been 
admitted. The case is therefore reopened,’’ 


An Impropriety. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision in 
the suit of Bernard Fath against the Tower 
Grove & Lafayette Railway Company, a claim 
for personal injuries in which a verdict was 
rendered for the plaintiff for $200.

READY TO BURST. 


A Big Political Waterspout Likely to Drown 
Some Canadian Politicians. 
By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcu. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, December 5.—The biggest 
sensation in provincial politics since the 
provincial connection started in this city Sat 
urday. The news fell like a thunderclap in 
the comparatively clear political atmosphere 
that the Mercier Government has been liv- 
ing m for some time past. It was 
surprising to even the friends of 
the Government how easily Mercier and 


‘| his Cabinet managed to overcome the financial 


difficulties in which they were apparently so 
inextricably mixed at the time of taking 
office; but now it appears the Government has 
been floating on a basis of false pretense. 
After the defeat of the Oonservative Govern- 
ment much political capital was made 
of the bad financial standing of 
the Province at the time; it 
was claimed, in fact, there wasno monéy 
whatever to run the Province witb, or as 
some papers said, to pay the political work- 
ers, and an act was rushed through Pariia- 
ment autborzing the Government to negotiate 
a loan for $3,500,000. 

On August 19 the Montreal Herald, official 
organ of the Mercier Government, published 
the following statement as coming from the 
seat of Government, and pronounced it an un- 
precedented success in the financial history of 
Government. The information was tothe effect 
that the Provincial Treasurer, Gen. Winell of 
New York, agent of Nelson 4 Bro. of 
Wall street, signed a contract ünder which the 
latter, in the name of a syndicate of American 
capitalists, undertook to take the Provincial 
debentures bearing 3% per cent m- 
terest at 04, the money payable in New York 
without discount charges or commission. The 
Government having made the transaction di- 
rectly, and not through any agent, the syndi- 
cate was bound to take the whole amount of 
debentures if the Government so desired or 
the needs of the country required it as a guar- 
autee for the performance of the contract. 

IT WAS OFFICIALLY STATED 

that Nelson would deposit in the Chemical 
National Bauk of New York before August 23 
United States or City of New York bonds to 
the amount of $3,500,000, which the Quebec 
Government had the right to sell 
if the syndicate failed to carry out 
its undertaking. Everybody in the country 
took it for granted that the much-talked-of 
loan had been negotiated, and the Mercier 
Government went up many pegs in popular 
estimation for marvelous financiering, even 
the opposition press giving credit for obtain- 
ing terms more advantageous than had ever 
been obtained by a Colonial Government. 

Now it turns out that the whole thing was a 
hoax, that no such loan was ever negotiated, 
that nearly all the ministers of the Quebeo 
Cabinet have taken a hand and tried to raise 
the wind, dut without success. That big ex- 
penses bave been piled up in journeys to 
New York, Boston and other financial cities, 
and that at the present time the Province of 
Quebec has not actually credit enough left to 
raise aloan of three millions, notwithstand- 
ing that every nerve has been strained for 
the past seven months. Alter this 
brazen statement had been made 
and the lack of fands began 
to pinch the Government uncomfortably, it 
was apparently resolved to get credit at what- 
ever cost,and this method of keeping the pub- 
lic in the dark accounts for the numerous vis- 
its of the Oabinet Ministers in money raising 
expeditions. Theaction of certain members 
of the Government was so suspicious that the 
Montreal Gazette undertook to 

UNRAVEL THE MYSTERY 

and this morning published a telegram from 
New York as follows: ‘‘All that can be learned 
to-night about the Quebec loan is that 
the Chemical National Bank of this 
city, where the deposits were alleged 
to have been made, knows abso- 
lutely nothing about any such enterprise. 
Mr. George G. Williams, President of the Bank, 
says that not a dollar in either money or bonds 
has been deposited in there, neither has the 
bank been communicated with on any such 
scheme, except that several weeks ago 
a query was received from Quebec 
as to whether any deposits had been made. 
President Williams imagines that some person 
has been using the bank’s name without au- 
thority, presumably to getthe proposed Que- 
bec bonds into a syndicate’s hands. No 
broker named Simpson is known to the bank. 
Solomon L. Simpson of 64 Broadway, 
is a broker, but he ean not 
be found to-night. The amount of the alleged 
loan, as reported to Mr. Williams, was several 
hundred thousand pounds,’’ 

The report from the agent in Quebec said: 
„ heard a good while ago that the loan said to 
have been issued by the Mercier Government 
had failed for two reasons: One was that the 
publication of the terms prevented the New 


of la per cent, which they expected; and the 
other was that influential parties here thought 
a large transaction of that kind should not be 
made without their having a finger in the 
pie. 

It is stated in well-informed political circies 
here that there is even more than political job- 
bery inthe scheme and thatin a few days one 
of the most gigantic swindles ever attempted 
will be laid bare, but no facts could be gath- 
ered more than rumors in support of this lat- 
ter statement.

THE MILLENIUM. 


DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE GREAT 
BASE BALL SCHEME OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Advantages to Come From the Proposed 
Revolution of Methods—A Dream of the 
Future—Jem Carney Talks About Me- 
Auliffe’s Offer—Phil Dwyer on Tremont’s 
Sale—Kingfish’s Record—Sperting News 
and Notes.

NEw YORK, December 5.—There has been 
much talk for some months past of the millen- 
nium scheme proposed by Mr. Francis OC. 
Richter of Philadelphia. Thescheme has been 
outlined and commented upon at length, but 
in this respect the critics have been groping 
in the dark and it has been given to the light of 
the base ball world at last. The plan in brief 
starts out by saying that every league in the 
country should be brought into line by the two 
big leagues and admitted to the full benefits 
of the national agreement for the purpose of 
combining all intoone grand confederation, 
with but one central point of authority, viz: 
the national agreement. The two big leagues 
have tried to cover the ground and monopo- 
lize authority, but failed. They have monopo- 
lize the power of reserve and yet received no 
benefit therefrom except a yearly increase of 
salaries and expenses which could hardly be 
higher if there were no reserve atall. In fact, 
they have destroyed the benefit of the reserve 
rule. They have appropriated to themselves 
the fruits of the minor leagues’ labors and yet 
have paid far more for it in the long run than 
would have been the case under fairer meth- 
ods. They have essayed to rule their players 
as absolutely as they would have liked to con- 
trol the market with the result that they have 
driven them into counter organizations and 
finally they have forced other organizations 
into such antagonistic positions that neces- 
sary control of the players’ market has been 
made impossible. There should be a change. 

THE MINOR LEAGUES, 

although not so powerful as the two big 
leagues, are important factors in base ball, 
and the sooner that fact is realized the better. 
The major leagues will never be able toen- 
tirely control them without the active 
assistance and hearty co-operation of 
the minor leagues. The country is too 
large and their resources too small for 
that. Ambitious to rule the world, they 
will have to bow to their own handful of 
salaried subordinates. Indeed, without moral 
support from the minor leagues, the major 
leagues would now find themselves even more 
absolutely at the mercy of their players than 
they are. Blacklistment would have no ter- 
rors should all leagues fail to recognize it. Re- 
leases would be welcome so iong as antag- 
onistic minor leagues with liberal salary lists 
were in existence and discipline defied while 
other avenues for employment in the line of 
base ball remained open. Indeed some of 
these conditions prevail now to some extent 
and there is no certainty that they will not be 
aggravated if some sort of a mutually-pro- 
tective union is not organized. 

It is really a necessity to keep salaries within 
reasonable eee to accomplish this 
end all the leagues will have to combine and 
stop the annual demoralizin chase after 
young players and bidding against each other 
tor old players. Competition for 
players has been the rulnation of 
many clubs, as the outlandish  sala- 
ries paid the players have in many instances 
exceeded the gate receipts of the season. 
Minor leagues should not ae J excessive sal- 
aries, so damagingto themselves andthe en- 
tire business, but they can not help themselves 
so long as they are driven into competition 
season after season with the big leagues. It 
is these latter who force salaries up by break- 
ingup the minor clabs each season, taking 
therefrom more [players than they need, out- 
bidding each other and compelling the minor 
leagues in sheer self-defense to pay up to the 
standard set by

as they must bave plavers and pretty good 
ones at that, no matter what the cost. Reserva- 
tion wilr cure this evil. Such reservation is 
really no hardship to the player though at 
first glance it may so appear. There is no 
good reason why bail-players should not serve 
an apprenticeship asis the case in other and 
less? remunerative trades and professions 
(and that ball-playing is an art requiring 
application, exceptional faculties, long prac- 
tice and training is proven by the fact that 
despite the extraordinary pecuniary return 
the supply of really good players is not equal 
to the demand). 

In no other business are there so many 
botches proportionately. No sooner does a 
youngster show indications of future skill 
than heis gobbled up by oneof the upper 
clubs atfancy figures and carried along at 
heavy expense and the cost of important 
games and of the patience of spectators who 
pay to see, not continuous experiment, but 
tirst-class ball by first-class exponents there- 
of to finish learning his trade instead of being 
allowed to remain aseason or two longer in 
his proper place, in the minor league tralning- 
schools, and then being graduated by; nat- 
ural = into a higher sphere with 
far etter chance by reason of the 
thorough preliminary training of holding his 
own therein. What reservation has done for 
the major leagues it will do for the minor 
leagues, viz.: it will make the business stable, 
give the clubs a basis to work upon, knit Al 
the various leagues into one grand confed- 
eration, make the profession eminently re- 
spectable and lift ali the players to the level 
ot the favored few in the big leagues. The 
minor leagues should be given a representa- 
tion on the Board of Arbitration, as the base 
ball business has become too vast to be con- 
trolled by a monopoly. 

THE EQUALIZATION METHODS. 

The method of so equalizing the team,“ he 
goes on, with absolute fairness and witha 
maximum of skill and judgment as against a 
minimum of luck in this: First, let each club 
reserve one man as captain, provided he be 
not a pitcher or catcher, to prevent hoarding 
of battery material. This would give such 
clubs as were so fortunate as to have Ansons, 
Comiskeys, Wards, and so forth, a chance to 
retain them and give other clubs less lucky in 
captains the power to hold on to their next 
best man. This is vital as in the allotment a 
club might secure a very well-balanced team 
and yet have not a man in the lot competent 
to be captain. Each club having reserved its 
captain, the work of allotting the other 
players would follow. The club Presidents 
ussisted by two, three or four practical man- 
agers, could as a committee sort out all the 
— under reserve by the League, except 

he already selected captains, into their re- 
spective positions, and then by comparison of 
records and habits and personal knowledge of 
TAS Cay them as nearly equal as human 
skill ynd judgment could do it. By such a 
process the eight best pitchers could be un- 
erringly determined as well as the eight fore- 
most catchers. These paired, they could be 
drawn bythe clubs by lot, notas a matter of 
luck (for if the ap ortioning is well done there 
will be so little difference in the men that no 
club will get more than ashade the worst of it 
in any draw), but simply because distrib- 
uting than by arbitrary assignment is a 
task which no committee, however fair and 
honest, Could perform to universal satisfac- 
tion and peaceful acquiescence. 

NNUMERABLE ADVANTAGES. 

Having thus assured to every club a first- 
class battery, the second-class pitchers and 
catchers could be assorted and signed in pre- 
cisely the same way, followed by third-ciass 
pitehers and catchers. This would give every 
club three complete batteries—first, second 
and third-class—and, as every base ball man 
will see at a glance, here is practical aliza- 
tion as perfect as it can be made. Wit those 
prime requisities to success the batteries 
regulated, every club in a league starts on an 
even footing andthe restis easy, as outside 
of the batteries there is notsuch a vast deal 
of difference in the various teams of 
one league. The basemen, short-stops 
and outfielders could be classed just as 
were the pitchers and catchers and allotted 
in the same manner and that completed and 
with the work of classifying well done, the 
clubs would enter the field so well equalized 
thatno human being, however well posted, 
could 2 except by mere chance, the out- 
come of a campaign so started. Having com- 
pleted the equalization, make an inexorable 
rule forbidding the trasnfer of any piayer 
whatever drawn by lot from one club to an- 
other, and limit the number of players an 
club can draw to thirteen. The advantages 
this system are simply innumerabie.’’ 

This is an excellent plan, but it is hard! 
likely that the club managers will give it muc 
thought for several years to come, but from 
the dous increase in salaries each year 


it will eventually Have to be adopted in order 
to save the gume from ruin.

THE SCHOOLS OUT OF FUNDS, WHEN THEY 
SHOULD HAVE PLENTY. 


Borrowing Funds at 8 Per Cent to Pay the 
Teachers—W hat City-Treasurer Renshaw 
and Scheol-Treasurer Lovingston Have 
to Say—Other Items From the City Be- 
yond the Big Bridge. 


At a recent meeting ef the School Board the 
Finance Committee was authorized to borrow 
$3 500, for the purpose of paying the teachers. 
The necessity for the Board havin borrow 
money to pay salaries occasioned no little sur- 
prise, and inquiries have been numerous for 
the past few days for an explanation of the de- 
pleted condition of the treasury. The explan- 
ation requires no long statement. It is simply 
that the city has failed to turn over to the 
School Treasurer that part of the dramshop 
license to which the schools are entitled. 
Since the advent of the present administra- 
tion, which came into power on professions of 
reform, there has been coilected about $18,000 
in dramshop licenses. According to law the 
schools are entitled to one-half of the revenue 
from that source, but in seven months the city 
has not turned over one doliar to School 
Treasurer Lovingston, and the result of the 
Government’s failure to comply with the law 
has made it necessary for the school to borrow 
$3,500 at 8 per cent interest to pay the teachers. 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter for the purpose of 
ascertaining the reason why the city had failed 
to pay over the money to the School Treasur-

He said 
that the Administration did not intend to re- 
pudiate the indebtedness to the schools and 
would make good the amount which the city 
had borrowed from the school fund as soon as 
the tax money was received. This forced loan 
of the city has of course depleted the school 
treasury us the one-half of the dramshop 
license isthe principal revenne received for 
school purposes. Next month if the city does 
does not turn over the money in the mean- 
time, the School Board will have to negotiate 
another loan of $3,500 to pay the teachers. 
Mr. Luke Hite, the attorney for 
the Board wanted to bring sult to compel the 
city to pay the money over, but as Mayor 
Stephens has given his word that the mon 
will be refunded when the taxes are colle 
the Board has decided to wait until then, as 
litigation would entail considerabie expense 
and an order of court could not be obtained 
before the time when the city has agreed to re- 
turn the money.’’
